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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

It was not found to be taught in the prior art of locating a memory segment within 
a client communication system that stores client software used to communicate with a 
host communication system, determining whether the client software stored in the 
memory segment corresponds to client software for an official communication system, 
and identify the client communication system as an unauthorized client communication 
system when the client software stored in the memory segment does not correspond to 
the client software for an official client communication system.

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Sprang et al, U.S. Patent 6,134,659 discloses of storing an authorization code in 
both clear and encoded form in a non-obvious location so that a check can be 
performed to determine if access to licensed software is authorized. 

Tagawa et al, U.S. Patent 5,949,152 discloses of an ignition key generating and 
transmitting a first code for comparison in order to prevent theft of vehicles.
